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WHAT PORKNTRir HAM ItOI^Ii:. 

Many people in IliiH country 
lliiiik lliat I'oieMhy had nnvcr been 
triftl until tlie Governiimnt liej^ati 
to pi active it upon tiie National 
Fort'Hts, Yot forestry is practiced 
by every civilized aonnlry In the 
world except. China anil Turkey. 
It ^elH resulls which can bo jjjot iu 
no other way, and which are ne- 
cessary to the general welfare. 

What foreslry, has done al)road 
is the stronnest proof of what it can 
accoin[>li,Hh here. The remarkable 
MUcceMH of forest manauenient in the 
eivilizcnl countries of Kurope au'l 
Ahia IS the nio.st foi(!ible argument 
wliich can i)e hroii«hl in .support of 
wise forest use in the Uniled States. 
The more advanced and progres- 
sive countries arrive first and (jjo 
farthest in forestry, aa they do in 
other t.hin^t.s. Indeed, we mif^ht 
almost lake forestry as a yardstic-k 
with which ttf measure tlie lieijjhl 
of a civilization. On ttu* one hand, 
the nations which follow forestry' 
most, widely and systematically 
would .lie found to be the most on- 
lightened nations On the other 
liand, wIk'U we applied our yaid- 
slitik to such countries as are with- 
out forestry, we could sjty with a 
nootl deiil of assurance, by this test 
alone, " Here is a backward nation." 
The countries of Europe and Asia, 
taken tojfether, havepassi'd through 
all the stkges of forest history and 
applied all the known [»rineli)Ies of 
forestry. They are lich in forest 
experience. The lessons of foreMtry 
were brought home to fhein by hard 
knocks. Th(Mr forest syslc^ms were 
buiil up giadiially as the result of 
liardnUlp. They did not first spin 
fine tliooripH and then apply those 
tiieories by main force. On the 
ciMihdiy, th(>3' began by facing dis 
agreeable facts. Kvery step of the 
way toward wise forest use, the 
worl<l over, has tjeeri made at tli(> 
sharp spur of wnut, suDfering, or 
loss. As a result, the science of 
forestry Is one of the most practical 
and most directly useful of all the 
sciences. It is a serious work, un- 
dertaken as a measure of relief, and 
continued as a safeguard against 
future calamity. 

Tlie United States, then, )n at 
tacking the prolilem of how best to 
use its gr<'at forest resources, is not 
in the position of a [)ioneer In the 
field. It has the experience of all 
other eountiies to go upon There 
is no need for years of experiment 
with untried theories. The forest 
principles which huiidre<ls of years 
of actual practice have proved riglil 
are at its command. The only 
question is, How should these be 
modified or exterulerl to best meet 
American conditions? In the man- 
agement of the National Forests 
the Government is not working in 
the dark. Nor is it slavishly copy- 
ing European countries. It is jiut- 
ting, into [iracflice, in America, and 
for Ameii(;ans, principles tried and 
found correct, which will insure to 
all the peopl<« alike the fullest and 
best use of all forest resources. 

Take the case of Germany. 
Starting with forests which were in 
as bad shape as many of our Own 
which have been recklessly tint 
over, it raised the average yield of 
wood per acre from 20 cubic feet in 
1830 to 65 cubic feet in 1904. 
During the same period of time it 
trebled the proportion of saw lim- 
ber got from the average cut, which 
m(>ans, in other words, that throtigli 
tli<» piactiee of forestry the timbei- 
lauds of Germany are of three 
times belter quality today than 
when no system was used. And in 
fifty-four years it increased the 
money returns from an average acre 
of forest sevenfold. 

In France forestry has dct leased 
the danger from Hoods, which threat- 
en to destroy vast areas of fertile 
frtims, and in doing so lias added 
many millions of dollars to the 
National wealth in new forests. 
It lias ronioved llu' danger from 
sand dunes and in their place has 
created n properly worth many mil- 
lions of dollars. Appliefl to the 
Stale forests, which are small in 
comparison with the National 
Forests of this country, it causes 
tfu'm to yield eadi year a net re- 
venue of more than $4,700,000, 
though (he sum spent on each acre 
for management iw over 100 times 
greiiler than I hat spent on the forests 
of the United Stales. 

France and Germany together 
have a population of 100,000,000, 



in round numbers, against our pro- 
bable 85,000,000, and State forests 
of 14,500,000 acres <igainst our 160,- 
000,000 acres of Nwtional Forests ; 
but France and Germany spiMid on 
their forests $11,000,000 a year and 
get from them in net returns 
$30,000,000 a year, while the United 
Slates spent on the National For- 
ests last year $1,400,000 and so- 
cured a net return of less than 
$130,000. 

In Switzerland, where every foot 
of agricultural land is of the great- 
est value, forestry has made it pos- 
sible for the people to farm all land 
fit for crops, and so has assisted the 
(iountry to suppoit a larger popu- 
lation, and one that is more pros- 
perous, than would be the case if 
the valleys were subjected to de- 
structive fli)o<Is. In a country as 
small as vSwitzerland, and one 
which contains so many high and 
rugged mountains, this is a service 
the benefits of which can not be 
measured in dollars. It is in Swit- 
zerland al.so, in the Sihlwald, that 
forestry demoustiates beyond con- 
tradiction how great a yield in 
wood and money it may bring about 
if applied consistently for a number 
of years. 

A circular entitled " What 
Forestry Has Done," just published 
by the Foiest Service, and obtain- 
able upon ap[)licalion to the Forest- 
er, Washington, D. C, reviews the 
forest work of the leading foreign 
countries. The chief lessons which 
may be learned from them are sum- 
marized as follows : 

What for(>stry has done in other 
countries shows, first of all, that 
forestry pays, ami that It pays best 
where the most money is expendetl 
in applying it. The United States 
is enormously behind hand in its ex 
peiuiiiuie for the management of 
the National Forests, but neverthe- 
less returns have already increased 
with increaseil expenditure for 
managenxMit. 

A second lesson, clearly brought 
fioine by foreign forestiy, is the 
no«>d of timidly action, since forest 
waste can be repaired only at great 
cost. 

Third, private initiative does not 
suffice by itself to prevent wasteful 
forest US'*. England, It is true, has 
so far consistently followed a let- 
alone policy liowever, England 
has been depending upon foreign 
supplies of wood. Now that all 
Europe Is running behind every 
year in the production of wood 
(2,620,000 tons), and there are 
unmistakable signs that countries 
whi(!h lead as Pxporl(>rs of wood will 
have lo curtail their wood exports, 
England is at last feeling her 
depemlence and la speculating un 
easily as to where she can certainly 
secure what wood she need iu the 
future. 

Fourth, when the foreat countries 
are compared as lo wood imports 
and exports, ami when it is realized 
that a niimbcrof the countries which 
[(laclico forestry are even now on 
the wood importing list, the need 
of forestry in in the export countries 
is doubly enforced. 

Russia, Sweden, Austria-IIun- 
gar.v, and Canada, for instance, are 
making good the wood deficit of a 
large part of the world. Swe<len 
cuts mu<!h more wood (106,000,000 
cubic feel) than she produces; Rus- 
sia, in spile of her enormous forest 
resonrcen, has probably entered the 
same loatl; and Englar.d, the lead- 
ing importer of wood, must count 
more and more on Cana<la. But 
(ho United Stales consumes every 
year from (hree to four times the 
wood which its forests produce, and 
in due time will doubtless take all 
the wood that Canada can spare. 
In other words, unle.si) the coun- 
tries of the western hemisphere ap- 
ply forestry promptly and thowugh- 
ly, they will one day assuredly be 
held resj)onsiblo for a world-wide 
timber famine. 

Fifth, in comparison with foreign 
countries the piospecis for forestry 
in the United Slates are particularly 
bright, for the following reasons: 

(1) We start with the assurance 
that success can certainly he at- 
tained. 

(2) We have few of (he handi- 
caps which have trammeled other 
countries. We have no ancient 
forest lighlB and usages with which 
to contend, or troublesome property 
questions to settle. 

The resulls which other lands 
have achieved by long struggle, 
often with bitter coats, are free to 



U8 to use as we wish. We have, it 
is true, our purely National and 
local foiest questions, but the key 
to many of them is somewhere in the 
keeping of the countries which have 
achieved forestry. 

(4) In variety combinei with 
value our forest are without a 
parallel in the world. They pro- 
duce timber adapted to the greatest 
variety of uses, so that, except to 
meet shortage, importations oT wood 
are unnecessary. Furthermore, 
Iransporlation facilities enable us to 
make every forest region available. 

Thus, by specializing our forest 
mangement, each kind of forest may 
be made to yield the kind of material 
for which it is best adapted, and the 
wastes due to complsory use of local 
supplies may be practically 
eliminated. 

Ilomca Tor th<> .Asped nod 
Inflrm Ikeaf. 



There are serval homes for the 
aged and infirm deaf in existence, 
ami plans are on foot for the 
establishii g of others. First and 
foremost ill the order of establish- 
ment, complelenoss of equipment, 
and size of endowment, is the Gal 
laudet lltime at Wappinger's Falls 
on the Hudson, not very far 
above New York City. It is named 
in honor of its foun<ler — the late 
Rev. Dr. Thomas Gallaud(>t — a 
priest of the E|)iscopal Church who 
devote<l a long life to work among 
the deaf. He was also the founder 
of St. Ann's Church for the Deaf, 
New York, and of the Episcopal 
Church Mission lo DeaflMutes in 
New York, of wliich the Gallaudet 
Home is a part. The father of the 
above was the Rev. Thomas Hop 
ins Gallaudet, founder of deaf- 
mute instruction in America and 
of the first school for the deaf in 
America at Hartford, Ct. A 
younger brother, Di. Edward M. 
Gallaudet, founded and still pre- 
sides over the first and onl}' college 
for the deaf in the world — Gal- 
laudet College at Washington, D. 
C, so named in honor of his father. 

Thus It will be seen that the Gal- 
laudets were pioneers in education 
al, religious and philanthropic work 
among tlie deaf in America, and 
their various beneficent activities 
prospered greatly from the begin- 
ning and have been an inspiration 
for work along similar lines by 
others in this and foreign lands. 

.The Gallaudet Home was original- 
ly conceived as a nalional home for 
the aged and inflrm deaf. This plan 
h<)wev(!r was eventually given up 
as inadvisable, if not impiacticable, 
and the home was estiiblished for 
the deaf of New York Slate. 

The Gallaudet Home is practi- 
cally the work of one man — its 
founder — who collected the funds 
for the purchase of the site, for the 
erection of the buildinus and for 
the en<lowment — amounting in all 
to afew hundred (housan<i dollars 
The home is incorporated as a part 
of the Episcopal Church Mission to 
Deaf- Mutes in New York. The deaf 
members on its board of managers 
constitute a small minority. 

The Alumni A.ssociation of the 
Ohio State School for the Deaf— 
which is practically a State Associa- 
tion — has established a home for 
the aged and infirm deaf of the 
State near Columbus and maintains 
and manages the home. Some years 
ago the pie.sent location vvas an 
abandoned college, which the As- 
sociation bought at a bargain along 
with some forty acres of land. Since 
then the buildings have been re 
novattd and tuilarged and more land 
purchased. The homo is out of del)t 
and has a constantly increasing 
reserve fund which eventually will 
become an endowment fund. Coun- 
ties are required lo send such aged 
and infirm depemlent leaf as they 
have who would be likely to appre- 
ciate the advantages of the home, 
and (o pay the usual per-capita 
cost for inmates sent there. The 
farm l« also a source of revenue to 
the home and a saving in coat of 
maintenance, while the d<>af and 
their fri{>iuls all over the State are 
constantly sending in regular and 
special donations. The superinten- 
dent, ofBci'rs, teachers and pupils 
of the Stale School for the Deaf at 
Columbus have always accorded 
tlu> home their good will and active 
and substantial support. 

The Pennsylvania State Associa- 
tion of the Deaf, iu which all the 
adult deaf of the State arc eligible 



to active membership, owns, main- 
tains and manages a home for the 
aged and infirm deaf, located at 
Doylestown, not far from Philadel- 
phia. The home is a fine one and 
was recently all paid for. The 
Association acquired the propertj' 
at a greatly reduced price, owiug 
to the philanthropic disposition of 
the gentleman from whom it w;is 
purchased. 

It seems to me that the meat draw- 
back of the Penn.sylvaiiia Home is 
the lack of sufficient land for the 
raising of chickens, for gardening, 
for fruit, and for the keeping of 
cows. The Oiiio Home has pleiitj' 
of land for all such purposes and 
for farming besides. The inmates 
of the Pennsj Ivania Home, however, 
are the least likely to be lonesome, 
as they live in a beautiful town and 
can go about and attend to their 
own modest shopping. There is 
an electric read to Philadelphia 
with cars every few minutes, and 
visitors from the city call on the 
inmates quite frequently. 

A few years ago a temporary 
home for the aged and inflrm deaf 
of New England wjis opened at 
Allslon, Mass., and efforts toward 
putting It on a permanent basis are 
meeting with encouraging results. 

At A<lelaide, Australia, is located 
the Angus Home for Aged and In- 
firm Deaf, .so named in honor of the 
[ililanthropic gentleman who donat- 
ed the laml and assisted the home in 
other ways. 

At Dorking, England, is the 
Lawrence Home for Deaf Men, and 
is cauducted as a working home for 
deaf men only, who, from physical 
or mental disbaility, have l)een cast 
out of the ordinary workaday world. 

The deaf of Illinois had their 
attention called to the need of a 
home for the aged and infirm <leaf 
of the State some years ago, but it 
was not until the meeting of the 
State A.ssociation at East St. Louis, 
in 1904, that the matter was endors- 
ed by the Association. Since then 
the project has been incorporated 
along with the As,sociation and 
aliout $5,000 has been raised. The 
plan has the cordial support of all 
connected with the State School for 
the Deaf at .Jacksonville, while the 
deaf rt»sidents throughout the State 
are enthusiastically working for the 
success of the enterprise, and sue 
cess is in sight. They also propose 
to raise a $50,000 endowment. 
The location of tl»e home has not 
yet been determined, but it will l)e 
on a fjirin, and as regards support 
and management, will be largely 
model after the Ohio Home. 

The time is coming when each 
State will have a home for its 
woithyaged and inflrm deaf and 
Idind-deaf residents. In «iost cases 
it will be neces.sary for the deaf to 
establish, maint.iin, and manage 
the home themselves. This they 
can do easily enough, if they will 
work together for the common end. 
The deaf of Ohio and Pennsylvania 
have done it. The deaf of Illinois 
are doing it. 

The deaf of Missouri will do it. 
In fact they have alreatly begun. 
The State As.sociation for the Deaf, 
with provision for the management 
of a hoiu« for the aged and inflrm 
deaf, was duly incorporated under 
the laws of Missouri on June 
17, 1907. After few bundled dollars 
has already Ijeen raised for the pro- 
posed home. The deaf of St. Louis 
are especially enthusiastic over the 
home project and are always devis- 
ing ways and means for increating 
the home fund. But the deaf and 
their friends all over "Grand Old 
Mis..'ouri" must lend a helping hand. 
This I confidently believe they 
will do when the matter is fully 
understood and the need of such a 
home better appreciated. It is too 
early as yet to take up the question 
of locating the home. By a fortu 
nale combination of circumstances 
the Ohio Home was located near Co- 
lumbus and the Pennsylvania Home 
at Doylestown, and let us hope that 
.some similar combination of cir- 
cumstances will determine the loca- 
tion of the Mi,>.souri Home. No 
fear whatever need be entertained 
that any propaganda wil! fostered 
in the undertaking. Religions and 
political divisions will be wholly 
obliteiated. Equal rights will l>e 
accornled to all and favors to none. 
The estal)liahment will l>e given the 
best possible location consistent 
with its own Interest, and will 
always be, in every sense of the 
word, a home for the aged and

This correspondence is self-ex- 
planatory. It means that in the face of 
the very strongest pressure brought 
to bear upon the Civil Service Com- 
mission and upon Mr. Roosevelt by 
Senators, Congressmen and other 
persons of influence, it has been 
decided by the President and the 
Commission that this exclusion of 
the deaf from the Civil Service is 
based upon good and sufiicient rea- 
sons — in other words that it is not a 
discrimination. 

It means that, in the opinion of 
Mr. Roosevelt and of the Civil 
Service Commission the deaf are 
" undesirable citizens," in the same 
class with the insane, paralytic, 
epileptic and criminal. It means 
that the much vaunted "square 
deal" of this administration is to be 
denied them. 

The deaf have put up a grand 
fight. In no other instance in their 
history have they and their friends 
worked and striven so gallantly. 
Our thanks are due to Senator 
Ankeny, Congressman Madden, 
Congressman Burleson, Congress- 
man Hull, Dr. E. M. Gallaudet. 
Mr. Charles P. Gillett, Mr. H. C. 
Haratnond, and the other friends 
who interceded in our behalf. Our 
thanks are due to the National 
As.sociation Committee, and parti- 
cularly its Chairman, Mr. E. C. 
Wyand, for their energetic efforts to 
have this discrimination removed. 
Our thanks are due to those As- 
sociations and Clubs — the Puget 
Sound A.ssociation , the Pas-a-Pa» 
Club, the Minnesota Association, 
the Denver Deaf- Mute League and 
other organizations — that actively 
took part in the fight.

Mary Sclater Bitter, a Virginia 
woman of marked personal charm 
any nobleness of character, gave 
the first impulse to this movement, 
and the motion has been preserved 
and accelerated by her husband, 
Mr. William C. Ritter, who became 
devoted to the cause through her 
promptings. Both of these were 
deaf graduates of the Staunton 
school, and the idea of the colored 
school for this State was conceived 
from the pathetic appeals of a color- 
ed woman who had a mule child, 
and who, in her desperation, offered 
every sacrifice if knowledge through 
the language of signs conld be 
brought to her helpless, unfortunate 
and afflicted offspring. 

Mrs. Ritter has entered tlie light 
l>eyond the valley, the little colored 
girl has grown up by now, certainly 
in ignorance, perhaps to be a rag- 
ged l)eggar, liut the school which has 
been finally established will stand 
as a solemn monument to the day 
when the colored mother made the 
pitiful appeal for her child to her 
noble white friend, who was power 
less but sympathetic. 
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In a recent issue was a letter 
from Mr. Wm. C. Ritter, of Hamp- 
ton, Va , explaining the delay of 
the Norfolk report. Reading it, 
the spluttering sentences, the many 
exclamation points and sudden 
stops, as if the writer was strug- 
gling under too much pressure, re- 
calls to my mind his similar style of 
slinging the sign language at Nor- 
folk. 

I am not surprised to find that 
there was a surplus in the funds of 
the Norfolk Local Committee ; and 
I agree that it should be known 
that the Local Committee paid for 
the printing bill — paid for it out of 
local funds gathered for the enter 
tainmeut of the visiting delegates, 
and — " whisper it gently" — the 
delegates " went down in their own 
jeans pockets and coughed up" for 
the various entertainments prepar 
fd for them " without baiting an 
eye .'" 

And also, dear Mr. Ritter, don't 
blame the three hundred eighty 
odd printing bill on St. Louis. St. 
Louis can raise its han/1 and swear 
it nether took a red cent. iJe the 
crime on the heads of the Publica- 
tion Committee, or whatever its 
name is, one of whom, if we mis 
take not, was the present President 
of the N. A. D. They alone wiped 
out the surplus and left a tempora- 
ry void in its place. But we have 
learned how to avoid such covered- 
up errors by persuading the Local 
Committee to foot the bill. Next 
time we will simply.have the Local 
Committee send its check directly 
to the N. A. D., and let members 
buy their copies of the report if 
they care to do so.

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As yon may be aware there is a 
committee of fifteen commissioned 
to take up the •' federation plan" 
submitted at the Norfolk Conven- 
tion and to formulate a scheme that 
would make the National Associa- 
tion truly national and representa- 
tive. 
This committee consists of: — 
George Wm Vedifz, Chairman 
ex-officio, founder and former presi- 
dent of the Maryland Association, 
Founder and president of the Co- 
lorado State Association. John W. 
Michaels, founder and former 
president of the Arkansas Associa- 
tion. J, Schuyler Long, President 
of the Iowa State Association. Wil- 
liam C. Ritter, founder and presi- 
dent of the Virginia Association 
Thomas Francis Fox, former presi- 
dent of the N. A. D., and of the 
Empire State Associatiou. James 
Lewis Smith, former president of 
the N. A. D., and of the Minnesotn 
Association. Nathaniel Field Mor- 
row, former president of the In- 
dian a Association. Brewster Ran- 
dall Allabough, President of the 
Gallaudet Alumni Association and 
former president of the Penn.syl 
vania Association. E. Clayton 
Wyand, former president of the 
Maryland Association. Charles 
Chester Codman, Vice-president of 
the N. A. D., and founder and pre- 
sident of Pas-a-Pas Club, Chicago, 
Robert Patterson McGregor, for 
mer president of the N. A. D., and 
of the Ohio Association, James M.

As will be seen, every section of 
the United Slates is represented on 
this committee. Every member 
has at some time or other held the 
highest ofBce in the gilt of his own 
State Association, and being in 
timately familiar with its constitu- 
tion, may be depended upon not to 
countenance measures that would 
jeopardize the interests of his con- 
stituents. 

In appointing this committee these 
qualifications were largely con- 
sidered, the aim being to make it 
as strong and representative as 
possible, and therefore one in which 
the American deaf could place en- 
tire confidence. 

I am sending to each member of 
this committee a circular letter of 
which the following is a copy, and 
which is s<»lf-explanation: 

My clear Colleague: I am send 
ing you with this a copy of the 
plan of federation as submitted at 
the| Norfolk Convention, and with 
which our Committee has to deal. 

This plan, diafted by myself, was 
never intended for anything but ii 
makeshift, or a man of straw for 
the Convention to pull to pieces, or 
a skeleton or framework upon 
which to build a pl.m that would be 
acceptable. Moreover, while enter- 
taining no expe<!tation — with but 
three half-day sessions allotted to 
the business part of the convention, 
including reports of officers and 
CommitteeM, resolutions, elections 
and the cc»nsi<leration of amend- 
ments — that the federation rei)ort 
could V)e otherwise than tabled for 
future consideration, 'he hope was 
cherished that the publication of 
the "plan" would arose general 
interest in the subject aud provoke 
discussion and criticism, wise or 
otherwise 

This last object seems to have 
been attained, and inteiest in the 
matter was never more widespread 
than now. 

You will observe that the Norfolk 
" Plan" closely follows article for 
article, and section for section, the 
St. Paul Con.stitutioO and By Laws 
of the N. A. D., and that some of 
the articles or sections in the con- 
stitution should have no place there, 
but should find lodgement in the 
By-Laws, and vice versa. 

Moreover, the name "National 
Ass<^)ciation of the Deaf" has been 
studiously retained in the " Plan," 
for the reason that the Association 
is incorporated under this name. 
To s»*cnre a change to another name, 
the laws of the District of Columbia 
will have to be consulted and com- 
plied with. 

In the " Plan, " also, membership 
in the Federation is limited t.o Staf' 
Associations. The effect will be to 
prevent any one person from having 
more than one vote, or fraction of a 
vote, in the affairs of the federated 
associations as would he t he case 
wr're he a members of two, three, or 
more organizations in the same Stale 
and were such organize I iiiii.M iidimt. 
ted to membership 

The procedure I woul i n, 

yon is as follows: 

Cut up the "Plan" urticle for 
article, .section for section. Paste 
each on a sheft of paper and write 
such criticisms as may occur to you. 
.Make a<lditions or erasures, make 
sutfifestions and comments. Inter- 
polate any new section or new arti- 
cle t ' U>yo\i. 
V> 'I to me, 
if oover/ient l*y May isl. 

I then shall mail the whole fifteen 
individual rei>oitson acirciiit begin- 
ning with .Mr. Regensburg on the 
Pacific Coast nnd ending with Mr. 
Ritter on the Atlantic Coast. 

Eachmemoerof the ('ornmittee 
is, of course, at lit)erty t' "ut 

on the suggestions of his < ,, i<;s. 



Those points on which all or a ma- 
jority may agree, having been elimi- 
nated, there must be a second and, 
not unlikely, a tliird and fourth re- 
submission of the points in dispute. 

This procedure outlined is cum- 
brous, but seems the best under the 
circumstances. The ideal method 
would be for the committee to meet 
face to face daily for a week, or 
even longer, and consiiler and 
thresh out each point submitted, 
but the expense would be prohibi- 
tive. 

Our task will take time in the 
accomplishment. It will take the 
time and patient study and best ef- 
fort of each individual member of 
the committee, but in the end we 
should evolve a scheme that we can 
submit with confidence of its adop- 
tion at the Colorado Springs Con- 
vention in 1910. 

Meanwhile, anticipating the ap 
proval of the Executive Committee, 
I shall extend an invitation to the 
various State Associations to send 
delegates or representations to Co- 
lorado Springs in 1910, with full 
powers to act, whether to approve 
or condemn, in behalf of their re- 
spective Associations, the plan we 
shall finally agree to submit. 

Finally we should not forget that 
we have here an opportunity of per- 
forming for the American deaf a 
service that will be of lasting and 
far-reaching importance, aud with 
this thought to stimulate us, let us 
all put the best that is within us in 
our work.

It may not be out of place to 
make the following excerpts ftom 
the Certificate of Incorporation. 

1st. Incorporation was effected 
Fei). 23d, 1899, under Chapter XV., 
SfCtion 28, et sequilur, of the Com- 
piled Statutes of the District of 
Coluint)ia, 

2d. The title by which this society 
shall Ite known in law ^hal' be 
THE NATIONAL ASSOCIATION 
OF THE DEAF. 

3d. The term of incorporation is 
twenty-five j'ears. 

4th, The objects of this Society 
shall be (a) the improvement, 
development and' extension of 
Schools for the Deaf throughout the 
world, and especially in the United 
States, (6) the intellectual, and 
professional and industrial improve- 
ment and the social enjoyment ol 
the members through (c) corre- 
spondence, consultation, the form- 
intr of branch societies, and the 
holding of national conventions at 
such times and places as may bo 
be appointed by the oflRcers and 
by-laws of the societj'. 

In conclusion, the benefits that 
may bo expectecl from a wisely plan- 
ned federation of the deaf nie: 

1. An amalgamation of the various 
Stale Association.^, and therelby in- 
creased membership and gr»*atef 
consonance with the claim simplied 
in the name " National Association 
of the Deaf." 

2. Great power (ind effectiveness 
because of greater numbers. 

3. A juster distributon of voting 
privilege and an elimination of the 
preponderance of the local element, 
wherever the convention may he 
held. 

A real union -of the AmerUxtn deaf 
which will place them in a position to 
make a resolute and unUvd stand in 
all mattes where their weHare is 
concerned, — e^lucationul, industrial, 
social, political or otherwise. 

This last is the supreme aim we 
should hold in mind. The wisest 
possible plan of federation will not 
bring about the millinium, our 
handicap in the race of life will not 
be any the less. But a well-con- 
ceived federation will serve to unite 
us i>ettpr than ha« been the case in 
the past.

Do you know how the pretty 
colored glass beads are made that 
aie so much used for necklaces and 
fancy work? The process is very 
intoresiing and curious. First, the 
glass is melted in ti pot, and while 
in this s'al/C is colored. It is then 
taken fioTii llie pot by two workmen, 
who expand the mass and form it 
into lubes by blowing into it down 
I heir blowpipes. Then while it is 
still soft they draw the tubes out to 
groat length, while the tubes of 
course, got more and more slender 
as they grow longer. On cooling, 
these are broken up into length of 
about a foot — twelve inches — each. 
Next these lengths are "annealed," 
or touuh(*iied, and cut evenly into 
short bits. After this the roughly' 
cut beads are mixed with aslus and 
sand, then put inioainolal cylinder 
over a fire, and turned round and 
round very rapidly as they soften 
with the heat. Then I hey are 
thrown into water and shaken until 
all the ashoN and sand are cleaned 
II way, leaving the holes free ; and 
finally they an* threaded on strings, 
ready for packing and selling. 
This is the process through which 
the common beads go before I hoy 
are fit for use. Beails of finer qua- 
lily undergo a great deal nioro cut- 
ting and polishing before they loavo 
the factory.

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The Charities Organization So- 
ciety of New York has just puttlish- 
ed one of the mrmt important re- 
ports on the subject of "Relief of 
Tuberculosis" that has t»een issued 
since this important work has been 
undertaken by them. The report 
is made by the Committee on Relief 
of the Committee on the Prev.jntion 
of Tuberculosis and was submitted 
February 14th. Though brief, it is 
one of the most valuable thus far 
pnblishe<l. It describes in some de- 
tail and in an unprejudiced manner 
the progress of the work of relief In 
New York City and its cost. It 
describes in the same unbiased way 
the various methofls which have 
been used, relating the effects of the 
same and the relative value, from 
the point of view of the experience 
of this committee. 

The measure: taken up are Com- 
bined Trkatmbnt ; Home and Day 
Camp ; The Dispensary Sysyem ; 
Childben's Clinics. There are five 
pages of " Conclusions" under vari 
ous heads, one of the most impor 
fant being the " EXAMINATION OF 
Families," concerning which the 
committee makes the following 
statement which should attract the 
wide attention of those who are in 
terested in the tnlxjrculosis move- 
ment : 

•'Of first importance in prevent- 
ing the spread of contagion is the 
careful supervision of the homes of 
consumptives.

'I'lie <ita.lluud«t Memorial. 

It is proposed to create a meinoiiaJ 
to the late Rev. Thomas tiallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
liuildinj? for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Church 
is situated on 148th Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-flve feet back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
of religious and social life amon^;st 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work bo now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

Tlio new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feetj 
along tho street front and twenty- 
live feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used lor the social, 
ligtous ana luUustrial neetis of i.v 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for " Tho Gallau 
det Memorial Parish Building" wid 
be about $30,000, and the buildiiig 
itself, in its position and purpose^ 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent ijooples. They themselves 
heaitily endorse the memoriaU
